Most Washington interns find unexciting work^ low salaries

WASHINGTON — They come 
to Washington eoch summer, 
lured by the prestige, the 

g romise of' fun, the chance of 
asking in the intoxienting nura 
of political power. . 

Most of them And long hours, 
dull work, little — or no — pay.
